Claims 1-6 do not meet the criteria set forth in PCTT Article 33(2) for novelty. The citations listed above all 
show refrigeration cabinets possessing ducts with a plurality of outlets where the ducts are of substantially 
constant width, possessing a fan for blowing cold air through the duct. The outlets ensuring cold air is released 
into the cabinet are at approximately the same level as each shelf or fridge area. 

Claims 1-6 also lack an inventive step for the reasons given above.
